Whether war comes or not, and 
we fervently -hope -It will- not,_- an 
emergency Is upon us. 'Women 'are 
going to go to work on defense proj- 
ects and -that means children will 
once more need day-long care out- 
sldB their bomi;]. We must prepare 
for that at ones. 

We shall need nursery achooli, 
schools thst are supervised by the 
education and health oltlcfols. These 
ones must have motherly 
care, good food, play plsces. rest 
rooms- where they can -Jiavo -their 
altemoon nap. There must be 
nurses If possible, to help wlthithe 
care of frightened or alllna rall- 
dren. 

"Tbe schools will have to be kept 
o:>en all day from early morning un-. 
til ten at night There must be 
kitchens where the children's food 
Is prepared, lunch rooms where It 
Is eaten, ^aygrounds for their 
exercise .under.superriiloii.and pro- 
tection. Tiere must be libraries, 
shops, bnths, .at tho service of the 
<hildr«n,-A]l th is Is r eq iilrefl for the 



safety and protection of our chil- 
dren under the war emergency. 

Where are tho helpers to come 
tRim7-Surely this time otu:-teaohers 
will not be drafted. They are essen- 
tial to the health and welfare of 
the-natlon.- Unless -children' can- be 
reared in health of mind and body, 
where are we to get the generation 
to carry on the work ncceasary 'to 
uphold It?

The classroom ttachera cannot 
ser^-B longer than their usual time;
